PART I— ADMINISTRATIVE 

Dr M H Krishna, the Director, went on six months’ furlough with effect 

from 6 th Marcli 1P46. Duimg the peiiod of his absence 
Staff on leave Mr L Narasimhachar, m.a , Assistant to the 

Ditector, was appointed to act as Diiector of Aichaeology 
.(wfie GO No 4720/C.B 362-46-1, dated 29th June 1946). 

Mr S Srmivasachar, M A., was appointed Junior Technical Assistant to the 
Directoi of Archaeology with effect from 17th June 1946 as per G 0 No. E. 7016-9 
— Archseology 1-46-10^ dated 14th May 1946 

The place of Architectmal Assistant continued to be vacant throughout the 
year. Proposals to revive the post with the designation Archasological Assistant 
'Were submitted to Government 

Inspection and survey tours were undertaken by the Director of Archaeology in 

parts of Coorg and the Districts of Mysore, Hassan, Ohital- 
Tonrs * Exploration drug and Bangalore, during the first half of the year. The 

Acting Director toured m parts of Mysore, Hassan, 
Mandya, Kadiir, Shimoga and Bangaloi e Districts during the latter half of the year. 
In all about fifty monuments were inspected Certain interesting monuments and 
sculptures were noticed in parts of Coorg and near Choi ana- Yedehalli near Shimoga 

The work m connection with the preparation of a monograph on the Chandra- 

valli excavations is piogressiug Di R E Mortimer 
Excavation, Wheeler, Director-General of Archeology m India, paid a 

visit to the ancient sites at Chandravalli and Bralimagin 
in the company of the Director of Archaeology, Mysore, and proposed to Government 
that some further excavations at these sites might be conducted by the Department 
of Archeology in Mysore in collaboration with the Archaeological Survey of India The 
proposal was approved by Government and further excavations were proposed to he 
conducted in 1946-47 Government also sanctioned a sum of Rs 10,000 spread 
over two years for conducting excavatious at Halcbid in the Hassan District The 
excavation will be conducted jointly by the Department of Arehieology and the 
Mysore Government Museum, Bangalore, * 
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Iruportant conservatioa work in connection with the strengthening of the maha- 

dvara of the Ohennakesava temple at Beltir is being. 

Conservation done. 

The recommendations of Dr Sana Ullah, retiied Archseological Chemist, to the 
Government of India, in regard to the preservation of the monuments at Sravana- 
belgola and elsewheie and of the muial paintings at the Daiya Daulat, Sermgapatam, 
are engaging the attention of the authorities. Certain experiments have been con- 
ducted at Sravanabelgola with the solutions supplied by him and by the Indian 
Institute of Science, Bangaloie The results are being watched The Dnector- 
General of Archseology m India is also being consulted in connection with the 
preservation of the paintings at the Darya Daulat, Sermgapatam 

In connection with the preseivatiou of Shaji’s tomb at Hodigere near Cheunagiri 
the Shimoga District, Government constituted a Conservation Committee in their 
Order ISIo E 5593--8/ArchsBology 9-46-22, dated 12th March 1946, with the 
Director of Archseology as the Oonveuei. The recommendations of the Committee 
are m the comse of submission to Government. 

Several estimates for repairs to the ancient monuments m the State were 
received and returned either with countersignature or for revision Two estimates 
were received for repaiis to the Amntesvara temple at Amxitapura near Tankere* 
SmoG both of them fell short of the actual conservation needs of the temple, they 
were returned for revision. 

About 65 new inscriptions and records were collected Most of them belong to 

the Hoysala, Vijayanagar and post-Vi]ayanagar times 

Epigraphy. 

Several historical records and sannads have been collected for study and return 

Among them there are some which are m Marathi characters 
Historical Records and The others are m Kannada Most of them belong to the 
Sannads period of Krishnaraja Wadiyar III. 

The prmtmg of the annual report of the department for 1945 was completed. 
Advance copies of the report are m the course of submission to Government. 

As directed by Government, a revised edition of the Guide to Sermgapatam was 
Publications. prepaied and sent to the press 

Bound copies of the annual report of the department for 1944 were received 
from the press and are being distributed. 

About forty books were added to the Library of the

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PART II— CONSERVATION 
CHITALDRUG DISTRICT 
Harihar 

hariharEsvaua temple 

(1) It IS imperative that all the private dwellings m the enclosme of the temple 
should be acquired and demolished, and a rampart wall put up all round* Improve- 
ments to the fi outage may, at the same time, be effected 

(2) The accietionai structures abutting the gai'bhagnha from the left, the Kala- 
Bhairava shime and the modem structuies behind the smaller Hariharesvaia temple 
may all be knocked down, and separate shrmes for the gods built on one or two sides 
of the enclosure 

(3) The electric installation mside the temple has unfortunately marred the 
beauty of the ceilings and beams Cross-bars and drops may he done away with 
and subdued lights may be used m these places The slabs may be freed from their 
ohunam coating and all furthei white-washing ■should be strictly prohibited 

Chitaldrug 

XJCHCHANGAMMA TEMPLE 

The mam temple is generally intact. Only the roof is leaky in a few places 
which may be looked into and made w^atei-tiglit. The a^vattha plants growing m two 
or thiee places may be cut down and their loots eradicated The prakara mantapas 
aie all dilapidated Several of their pillais have sunk and the beams have become 
either out of plumb or cracked. The pillars and beams require to be properly 
replaced and the roof and the flooring of the prakara generally repaired and 
paved with cement mortar. The outer walls of the prakara kivo oulged m two or 
three places owing to the weight above These portions have to be rebuilt from the 
bottom and properly secured by bond stones connecting them with the intact walls. 

KALAMMA TEMPLE 

The Kalamma temple is generally intact Only its surroundings need to be 
made neat and tidy 

EOBT WALLS ON THE HILLS 

The plants and roots of trees should all be totally destroyed by application of 
Atlas Tree Killer 
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EKANATHESVARA TEMPLE 

This 18 a cave temple under the shelter of a rook and is quite intact. The 
stucco sculptmes of the parapet need to be mended 

HIDIMBESVAKA TEMPLE 

The Mahadvdra . — The Mahadvaia has a tower of three storeys and presents a 
good appearance. It is of a peculiar type and has few parallels m the State Ln- 
fortiinately the slabs of the outer walls, pillars, etc , have been much weather-beaten 
and have succumbed to the action of salts Wet paper pulp application is suggested 
to remove the salts from the stones to pi event further wearing out. Vinyl asoetate 
solution may be applied as a preservative The joints requiie cement- mortar plastering 
suitably coloured. The brick parapet above the Hidimbesvaii temple is much 
ruined and absolutely void of sculptures It only adds to the weight above and may 
perhaps be pulled down. The chunam coating from the pillars and walls lias to be 
scraped off slowly and carefully 

KADUR DISTRICT 
Devanur 

On receipt of a representation made by some local people to the Minister m 
charge of Public Works regarding repairs to the Lakshmikanta temple, the G-overn- 
ment directed this department to inspect the building and submit proposals for its 
conservation. Accordingly the Acting Director inspected the monument and snb- 
mitted proposals which are now before Government 

Devanur was the native place of Lakshmisa, one of the most brilliant Kannada 
poets who flourished in the 17th century The association of the temple and its 
deity with this poet-genius adds additional importance to the monument. Unfortu- 
nately, at the time of inspection, the main door of the navaranga was kept locked 
and sealed owing to a dispute between the archak and the convener Hence the 
intenoi of the temple could not be inspected As regards the rest of the tf^mple, 
however, the following are the recommendations for oonseivation 

(1) The kaisale requires immediate attention inasmuch as the pillars and 
beams have become dangerously out of plumb. These may be set to plumb and the 
outer wall may be built entirely of size stones and the roof made completely water- 
tight Similar treatment is necessaiy in respect of the Yaga^ala and kitchen , 

(2) The flooring all round and mside the Yagasala and kitchen requires to be 
made even and paved with stone-slabs oi cement 

(3) The surroundings of the temple need no be levelled up and made tidy 

(4) The roof of the mam stiuctnre is leaky in several places It may be 
examined and repaired with brick-bats and gravel laid in mortar and paved with 
asphalt. 
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HASSAN DISTRICT 

Manjarabad 

TIPPU’S PORT 

The fort is in good condition The two central structures aie only magazines- 
The underground cellar is directly on the west side. 

The inner verandah was existing all lound But now only the north side 
remains. The south side has come down. 

Belur 

On receipt of information that considerable conservation work was being done 
by the Public Works Department in connection with the strengthening of the inberior 
portion of the stone walls of the Mahadvara of the Behir temple and inasmuch as the 
Department of Archaeology had not received any intimation in this legard nor had 
any’estimate been received as required under the Standing Orders of Grovernment, 
the Executive Engmeer was contacted and a visit was made to the temple The work 
was closely examined m the company of the Overseer in charge The aichitects 
who built the Mahadvara have bnilt stone walls covering a rectangular portion 
on either side of the Mahadvara, dressing up the exterior face only and 
securing the ]omts At the other end in the inteiior, the stone blocks were left 
uneven so that the blocks did not properly rest one on another Prom wall to 
wall on the inside were inserted bond beams of stone to hold the walls in position. 
Some of these beams happen to bo old abandoned pillars of octagonal mouldmgs. The 
vacant space in between the walls was filled up by fine sand right up to the top of 
the stone structure on either side and over this the brick structure of the gopura was 
raised, stage by stage, and storey by storey, the weight of the superstructure being 
originally evenly distributed 

In course of time, however, the filled-in sand settled and sank, thus creating a 
vacuum to a depth of about one foot downwards from the brick construction. The 
weight of the superstructure had thus to rest on the stone walls only, while m the 
middle of the walls the bricks became loose Thus the decay started 
The concentration of the weight on the stone walls resulted in the flaking away of the 
edges of the stones at the joints m many places and caused vertical cracks m the 
stone construction and weakened the foundation It is reported that immediate 
steps were thus necessary to strengthen the stone walls and underpin the basement.

JANIRDANA TEMPLE (Naiayana Temple) 

• The temple is in a neglected condition It deserves to be put into order by 
effecting some initial repairs to the walls, ceilings and floormg Worship according 
to the Pancharatra Agama may be restored

Talkad 

kirtinarayana temple 

This monument is still in a deplorable state of decay. If immediate steps 
are not taken, the monument becomes completely ruined. The following conservation 
measures are urgently necessary: — 

1. The on-rush of the sand on the north-east, east and south be checked 
The sand at the temple front right up to a distance of about 200 feet square should 
be cleared to lay bare the old stone mahadvara and the area m fiont of it right up to 
the back portion of the Vaidyesvara temple The retaining bnck wall on the north 
and south as far as Yaidyesvara temple and the stone letammg wall above it all 
round the temple may also be freed from sand Above the stone retainmg wall a 
compound wall sufficiently thick and about 8 feet high might also be constructed. 
It IS perhaps possible to minimise the expenditure on this account by encouragmg 
the cultivators to remove sand for their fields from the temple premises instead of 
from other places The Director of Agriculture may be consulted in the matter 

2 The dilapidated loof can easily be repaired. The brick parapet has come 
down. The fallen original stones of the eaves may be replaced and the entire roof 
covered with a three-inch thick cement concrete overlaid by one-inoh thick asphalt. 
Water lead-outs may be provided for the roof at suitable places. 

3. The brick tower is very much dilapidated It has to be repaired under 
careful supervision 

4. All the size stone and brick walls built between pillars m the open 
mukhamantapa should be entirely removed and the many elegant star-shaped pillars 
once again laid bare to view. A separate shrine of small dimensions may be 
constructed for the goddess in the open space to the north of the garbhagriha and to 
the east of the well 

5. After laying bare the platform of the temple completely to view, it may be 
strengthened by cement-grouting in between the slabs and undertaking whatever 
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other repairs that may be necessary* The basement cornices which have become 
disjointed here and there may be set into position with cement pomting between the 
slabs done unobtrusively. 

6. The flights of steps on the three sides of the mukhamantapa may be laid 
bare and restored 

7. In the north-east and south-east corners the yagasSla and pakasala may 
be constructed with also a strong room against the brick retaining wall on the south. 

8. All the inscriptions on the walls and pillars may be fully 'cleaned by 
scraping off caiefully the ohunam coating Further white-washmg-in any part of 
the temple may be prohibited Foi the Alvais and the Acharyas kept in the hall, 
separate cells in the temple compound may be built. 

9. No vegetation should be allowed to grow in the premises of the 

temple. 

10 The outer walls of the temple whose slabs have become out of plumb in 
several places need to be set right and properly held m position by cement grouting 
and suitably coloured mortar pointing between the slabs The flooring of the hall 
may be suitably repaired by resettmg the existing slabs but without dressmg them 

11 It IS a pity that without the knowledge of the Archseological Department 
the renovators m charge of the work in collaboration with the local sympathisers 
have broken some finely sculptured pillars and other architectural members into 
size stones in their anxiety to provide buildmg material for the walls of the shrine of 
the goddess What has already been done should be pulled down and the size stones 
may be used in the ooustructiou of a separate shrine for the goddess, as mentioned 
above, to the north of the temple. 

An ancient monument board may be fixed m the premises and a watchman 
appointed on some reasonable remuneration to look after the monument 

patalEsvaea and maealesvaea temples 

Above the retaining wall around these temples a compound wall, about 5 feet m 
height, may be constructed to keep back the sand 

SHiMOGA DISTRICT 
Kadli 

An effective conservation of the temple woull not be possible by merely building 
a “ curtain wall ” all round or by treating the roof as suggested by the Government 
Architect. The primary desideratum in the restoration of the temple is in connec- 
tion with the following — 

1 It may be seen from the dislodged slabs in the north-west of the navaranga, 
the doorways on the north and south and the cornices in a few places that the bnck 
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super-structure above is rather heavy Since this super-structure is not architec- 
turally important, we can safely do away with it in order to reduce the weight and 
then we can replace the disjointed slabs and eaves into position securing them with 
bond-stones and clamps wherever necessary and by cement grouting and coloured 
mortar pointing on a large scale so that the walls would stand fiim with the 
eaves superimposmg them The roof may be made water-tight by laying brickbat and 
jelly about 2 inches in thickness overlaid by a layer of asphalt as suggested by the 
Archaeological Chemist to the G-overnment of India at Belur and Halebid. 

2, In respect of the gopuram, the hollows, of course, lequiie to be filled m. 
But that IS not enough As has been done at Ambarnath in Bombay Presidency, 
cement may be grouted into the interior of the tower on a large scale as also into the 
space in between the outer and innei wails of the garbhagriha and sukhanasi so that 
the whole thing forms a single mass. The stone outer face of the tower which 
shows traces of plastering here and there may belaid bare to view by careful 
scraping. 

3 All traces of white-washing inside and outside the temple should be 
cleaned and no further white-washmg should be permitted 

4. Inside the navaranga it is seen that several of the beams have moved out 
of position It is desirable that after removing the buck superstructure above, the 
ceiling slabs and beams should all be replaced into position carefully and 
correctly.

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PART III— STUDY OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS AND SITES 

BANGALORE DISTRICT 

THE ANCIENT SITE OF TAEABANAHALLI 

The site is situated about 12 miles north-north-west of Bangalore. One Major 
Edward Elmherst who was camping at Tarabanahalli in 1943 discovered in the 
viciaity of the forest inspection bungalow a few interesting beads and painted 
and decorated potsherds, some of which were presented to the G-overninent Museum, 
Bangaloie On close study they were found to bear striking similarity to the anti- 
quities found at Ohandravalli, near Chitaldrug A joint inspection of the site was 
conducted by the Directoi of Archeology and the Curator of the G-overnment 
Museum acooidingly The site was found to extend over a vast stretch of cultivated 
land. To the south-west of the inspection bungalow, however, there are one or 
two acres of land which aie uncultivated. The site requires further investigation 
on an intensive scale. It promises to reveal forgotten glories of the Satavahana 
Empire and the oommeicial ties between South India and the Eoman World durmg 
the first two centuries of the Christiau Era 

MANDYA DISTRICT 

Maddiir 

NAEASIMHA TEMPLE 

To the north of Maddiir town and very close to it stand two temples one of 
which IS that of Narasimha It has two parts of which the inner consists of a 
garhhagriha of pure Hoysala workmanship with no human figures but plenty of 
tower work. This has been touched up in later Vijayanagar times. 

The sukhanasi is raised on four fine pillars, small but beautifully shaped The 
central ceiling has disappeared, but the surviving workmanship m other parts of the 
temple indicates that it must have been a beautiful one. In the sukhanasi are some 
beautiful images 

The temple has two quadrangles — the inner and the outer. On a mantapa in the 
outer quadrangle is a Vijayanagar image on a pillar The Varada set is installed m 
the inner quadrangle 

In the centre of the gaibhagriha stands an image of Ugra Narasimha, seven feet 
high, a beautifully carved figure showing Narasimha m the act of slaying Hiranya- 
ka^ipu. The image is beautifully carved and is one of the most powerfully executed 
of its kind m the State, 
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In the sukhanasi are two sets of metallic images of Varada with Sri and Bhu as 
Prahladavarada and Varadaraja with Sri and Bhu. The latter belongs to the old 
Yarada temple to the west. 

In front of the navaianga is an Ardhamantapa of about the Vijayanagar times. 
To its north are the images of Ramanuja and Desika and to its south are Manava- 
lamahamuni, Sri Visvaksenar, Nammalvar, Ya^oda and Krishna and SriniTasa. 
Behmd the temple are Saumyanayaki and Naiasimhanayaki 

varadara-ja temple 

The Vaiadara]a temple is intact though only a small part consisting of the 
garbhagriha and the sukhanasi remain The image is Janardana, about 12 feet high 
with padraa, chakra, sankha and gada. It wears a long loin cloth reaching almost 
“to the ankles The temple is either an early Ohola or a pre-Ghola structure, and on 
“the lower pait of its walls, which is all that remains, the lound cornice extends as at 
Kurudumale. The image is a beautiful one. It has no prabhavali. 

At the gateway leading to the hill is a Tamil inscription. 

Just behmd the Varadaraja temple are the rums of the old Varadaraja temple 
■whose image is now preserved in the Narasimha temple 

santekasalag-ere 

On the road from Karasvadi to Santekasalagere at the south-east end of the tank 
stands a temple of Vijayanagar times having four images in the garbhagriha They 
are three different types of Mother goddess and a Ganesa. The temple is known as 
Chaudesvari temple The village has 150 houses 

In Santekasalagere there are small temples of Ardhanarisvara, Basavesvara, Venka- 
taramana aud a large number ot viragals m the east of the village. 

About half a mile to the south of the village is a large high land about 83 acres 
in area on which the battle was fought between Ohikkadevaraja Odeyar and the 
Maratba army of Sivaji. The Mysore army routed the Maralhas. To the south-west 
are shrines of Bhima Siddhesvara, a largish flat oblong stone, and Madesvara 

To the south-west of these lies a large field ideally suited foi camping. This was 
the battle field From here to the east a great high land runs to east-south-east 
towards Bangalore District 

Malavalli Taluk 

Chikkabbagiln 

JAl^ARDANA TEMPLE (Narayana Temple) 

This IS a small low-roofed structure of granite The outer walls are raised on a 
low basement and are relieved by short right-angled pilasters with narrow niches on 
the south, west and north Above the niches are low ^wers which in their 
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workmanship resemble the turrets at Belgola, Hangala, etc. The navaranga pillars 
have cubical bases and octagonal shafts with no capitals The ceilings are all plain. 
The mam image of Narayana m the garbhagriha has a prabhavali, and holds lotus, 
chakra, sankha and gada which are the attributes of Janardana In its style 
of woikmanship, the image appears to have a strong resemblance to the image at 
Tadimalingi It is thus not impossible that the temple with its image belongs to 
about the 11th century 

From the mscnption No. 94, Malavalli Taluk, it is learnt that the roof of the 
temple which had collapsed, was rebuilt m about 1506 A B. 

MYSORE DISTRICT 

Periyapatna 

The foit of Periyapatna is an old one, belonging to the Vijayanagar times It 
was occupied by a Pallegar family in the seventeenth century The story goes that 
Ohikka-Devara]a s Dalvoi laid siege to it In the face of the superior strength of the 
enemy, the owner slew all his family, and sword m hand fell on the Mysore army 
and died in battle. 

A large east gate leads into the town (with a wall) to the Brahmin quarters 
which now consists of about 60 houses. In the outer north-east oomei is a peepul 
tree with a number of images underneath it. Close to the north-west to the north is 
a gateway of stone leading to the tank, near which stands a. Hanuman temple The 
corner has an old high mound The stone work of the fort has been mostly 
destroyed 

Forineily the foib was complete in the west and there was no connection between 
Brahmaiageri m the fort and Uppaigeri to its west 

SEINIVASA TEMPLE 

Just to the west part of the fort stands the temple of Srinivasa. The image is 
about 5 feet bigh. The inner part consisting of the garbhagriha and the sukhanasi 
is oldei, belonging to about the middle of the 16th century. But the pillared navaranga 
appears to have been consti noted with Hoysala pillars along with the front a.TiTra,Ti Q. 
of round pillars Later still, appears to have been constructed thepatalankana The 
central image has lost its left front hand and no worship is offered now. 

The old hack building has plenty of niches and outei pilasters with yaksbas and 
yalis on its capitals, while the fiont buildmg has no marks 

In fiont of the whole temple stands a mahadvaia with tower 

On one of the mukhamantapa pillars stands the low relief image of the old 
Pallegar and another on the inner pillai of the mukhamantapa. 

Movmg diieotly east we enter the inner fort through a breach and find the palace 
site wheie a slab or two only marks the site of the king’s palace. 
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To its north is the Vaidyesvara temple with a large number of Saiva sculptures 
on its outer walls and four fine ornate pillars of sixteen sides with a number of relievo 
sculptures on them The temple has a Parvati shrine facing directly south and the 
goddess 18 standing It is said that the deity was removed here by the Pallegar and 
faced south so as to be visible from the palace and that this act led to his end. The 
sukhanasi has a small bull, while the gaibhagriha has a linga which is under worship 
to-day 

Directly m front of this temple aie rums of a G-anapati and a Virabhadra m the 
open field, where appears to have stood another Siva temple which has of lake fallen 
mto rums. 

To its east is the Anjaueya temple near which he a number of stone slabs for- 
merly belonging to the palace One of them is a large slab on which the royal couple 
are said to have slept. 

Close to the inner east gate is the cellar m which a stone chain is said to have 
swung in olden times. 

Just to its east is the east gate with Ganapati and An]aneya 

CHA.MABATANAQA.R TaLUK 

Kudalur 

This 18 a village about three miles from Ohamaiajanagar towards north-east or 
about a mile from Alur Here are the rums of a large town m the midst of the wet 
lands belonging to Nilgiri Muddanna of Mysore There stands facing north a large 
image of Hanuman (8' x 5') which may very well be transferred to the temple at 
Padavarahalli at Mysore. The owner of the temple Mr Ohowdayya of Padavarahalli 
IS willing to get it carried. He may be permitted (The land m which the image 
stands belongs to the minor who is the son of Nilgiri Papanna, represented by 
Mr. S. Snrangaohar, jb.a., b.l , Advocate.) There is a ten-lme inscription on a slab 
m front of the Siva temple. This is in front of the Kesava temple 

The Kesava temple is a medium-sized building m the centre of the town It 
may be put to form. The image is of Vijayauagar times about 4i feet high. It 
deserves to be put mto repair. A small grant may be made for this purpose. 

T.-Nabasipus Taluk 

Talkad 

At a distance of about 3 miles to the east of the new town of Talkad, we come 
across the old ArkeSvara temple. To the south and south-west of this temple 
there are the rums of au old mud fort wall enclosing an area which is roughly about 
600 feet square. Evidently this cannot have been the site of an extensive town It 
IS very likely that the chief and some prmcipal families lived here Inside this area, 
are found many stone mortars which are just like the modern ones but with the

central depressions smaller in diameter and deeper The fort wall appears to have had 
a facing of small rubble blocks on the outside and to have been provided with 
corner cannon-platforms and middle bastions. The south-west corner platform is 
even now pomted out as phirangi dinne ” Just outside this fortwall there was a moat 
all round beyond which there appears to have been a faussebraye also of mud and 
parallel to the contour of the mam fortwall. The fortwall seems to have been pieiced 
by a gateway on the east. 

Against the west wall of the cannon -platfoi in on the south-west of the fortwall 
are found buned in the debris two Jain images of granite (one image of white stone 
and the other of black stone). The black stone image is a standmg type but buned 
half in the debris. The whitish gramte image lies flat on the ground and 
represents a figure seated on the lion pedestal in dhyaiia attitude Both the images 
have their ‘mukkodes’ on their heads and are flanked by chamara-bearing attendants 
These images appear to have been biought from elsewhere and thrown here, since 
they have no leference to the period of the fort walls and the site does not show any 
evidence of a basti 

The situation of the Arkesvara temple outside the foit suggests that the fort is 
much later in date, probably of the Nayak period 

In the debns on the northern faussebraye of the fort weie recently found in a 
few places some human skeletal remains. By the side of this spot there is a small 
tank which is now almost silted up. 

The situation of the tank appears to be rather significant At some later period 
than the period of the fort walls, there might have been a collection of houses 
inside the fort area where people lived cultivating the lands all round since the 
river was far off and the debris of the faussebraye outside the fort was available 
by the side of the tank. These people may have in all probability used this spot as a 
burial ground. It is reported that the remams were found at a depth of about J to 
6 feet fiom the surface level of the debris It is not very unlikely that the spot 
represents after all some old burial ground which has gone out of the memory 
of the local people 


AEKE^VARA TEMPLE 

The old temple has been renovated in recent years using the materials of older 
periods Among the latter may be mentioned the cential ceiling slabs of the 
navaranga and an inscription stone (Ganga) at the back of the temple The 
paleography of this mscnption requires re-exammation In front of the temple are 
set up m the open and supporting a small shrine some bell-shaped pillars belonging 
to the Ganga period. The shafts are slender On the drums of two of the pillars are 
found relievo figures of dancers oaived in small panels, the lines of which are in the 
shape of beaded hangings The Surya image inside the small cell appears to be also 
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of the late Ganga period since it resembles in its style of workmanship the image of 
Madhava of Banavasi Ihe Prabhavali has a creeper scroll ornamentation Ihe 
makaras from whose fangs issue the creeper, resemble the makaras at Asandi and are 
forcefully carved. 

In the Bukhanasi of the Arkesvara temple there is placed by the side of the bul] 
a small image, a foot m height, repiesentmg in high relief a four-handed 
Mahishasuramardim in a vigorous attitude In her two back hands are held the 
discus and conch while with her left hand she holds the head of the Mahisha demon 
and with the trident in the right hand she pierces the head The demon has a 
human body and the head of a buffalo as in the ca\e temples at Badami Though 
the gioup has worn out, the carving is forceful The head dress also resembles m 
style of woikmanship examples of the 9th and 10th centuries , as for instance in the 
sculptures in front of the Taluk Office at Devanahalli. The figure may be 
attributed to the late Ganga period 

CHITALDRUG DISTRICT 
' Chitaldmg 

SIVA TEMPLE 

There is a Siva temple at the southern end of the hill and just behmd the Oddn. 
This IS a small neat structure with well’carved pillars and central ceiling, all of the 
Nayak period and sufficiently intact The small pond m front of the temple was 
originally used for the utsava of the God The water in the pond requites to he 
cleaned by the clearance of the silt, etc. 

To the south-west ot the liamadevara Oddu there is a cave by the side of which 
IS a boulder whose front face is carved with a Kannada inscription of early Vijaya 
nagar period 

By the side of the mud-walls is the magazine of the Pallegar times There is a, 
stone-built mechanism consisting of stone wheels on four sides which were 
simultaneously used in grindmg gun-powder 

A few jards further north is a cave under a lock shelter in which is enshnned 
a mutilated image of Mahesvari (probably of the Ho>saIa period) holding sword (9),. 
trident, damaru and kapala The figure is seated aud wears lundamala and canine 
teeth. It 18 forcefully carved and deserves to he preserved m a local museum. 

Outside the cave is a relievo figure of a warrior (of potstone). His bead dress 
indicates a period earlier than the Vijayanagar times 

BANNADA OHlVADI 

This is situated to the left of the fifth^ entrance to the fort. The 
mantapa is dilapidated particularly on the sonthside. the basement cornices having 
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■sunk. Some initial repairs may be caused to be done to this structure The stone 
elephant® and horses inside the niantapa are said to represent m sculpture the pet 
animals of the Pallegars 

A few yards to the front of this mantapa are found lying on the giound masses 
of highly burnt mud-blocks with small round holes in thi m. These are said to be 
the moulds used for makmg cannon balls. Samples of these moulds may be presei ved 
n the local museum. 

SHIMOGA DISTRICT 
Cherana-Yedehalli 

(Near G-ajanui, Shimoga Taluk, Kasaba Hobli) 

ISVAEA TEMPLE. 

At a distance of about nme miles to the south ot Shimoga and about three miles 

to the east of the mam Shiinoga-Tirthahalh road, across 
Sitoation the Tuhga river and in the midst of wild bamboo forest is 

situated a temple of potstone dedicated to Isvara 

The temple is now standing in a mined condition with the front portion 
completely gone excepting only the bell-shaped pillars and pond-shaped pilasters 
which are all typically of the late Ghalukyan times Only the garbhagriha, which is 
raised on a simple basement platfoim consistmg of three cornices, stands a little intact 
The outer walls have a middle cornice hand with hanging dental mouldings The 
pilasters on these walls are plain and right-angled. On the slabs of the outer wall are 
carved (probably durmgthePallegar period) low relievo figures of a rishi, a seated lion, a 
bull, Purushamnga worshipping linga, obscene human figures cohabiting like quad- 
rupeds, a tortoise, nagabandha, Nandi before a linga, Hanuman and linga and a yogi. 
The doorway of the garbhagriha is typically Ghalukyan though there is no ornamenta- 
tion except for the lintel piece which has in its cential panel the lelievo figme of a 
squatting Gane^a. On either side of the garbhagriha doorway are found independent 
images of Shanmukha, Sarasvati and Ganesa each of them showing exuberant caiving 
-and minute details of ornamentation It is a pity that the image of Sarasvati which 
happens to be the best in the group has become mutilated while the image of Ganesa 
IS worn out. The image of Shanmukha, however, is well preserved. By the light 
side of Shanmukha there is a well carved naga stone In the middle of the navaranga 
there is a fine potstone image of Nandi which shows very good carving. 

Smce the monument is situated in the area which will be submerged in water in 
about four years’ time, it is suggested that the entiie structure may be removed and 
rebuilt near the anecut proposed to he built across the Tunga While rehuildmg, the 
Archasological Department may be consulted since it has taken the ground plan of 
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the temple m detail The mutilated images, however, cannot he worshipped. They 
may, therefore, be removed at the earliest opportunity to Gajantir and preserved 
there for the time being. Eventually they may be removed to the museum for 
display 

To the north of the temple there is a country-tiled structure of the dimension of 
one ankana enshrining a rude image of Ohamunda on a lion pedestal. The goddess is 
represented with whiskers. 

It is said that the site and its neighbourhood was originally surrounded by a fort 
wall outside which there was a moat running all round. Traces of this moat can be 
seen all round. 


HASSAN DISTRICT 

Belur 

THE OHEHNAKEsAVA TEMPLE 

In the Annual Report of the Department for the year 1931, a detailed description 
of the larger bracket images, tbe central dome and the image of Chennakesava was 
published. The eaves, screens, doorways and navaranga pillars have now been taken 
up for a detailed study, while notes on the other parts of the temple will be published 
m a subsequent report. 


EAVES WITH KIRTIMUKHAS 

About three feet from the ground we have a row of eaves marking the top of 
tbe basement and ornamented with beaded pendants below and small kirtimnkbas 
above Tbe row runs round north and south from the front door to the end of the 
railing. There is nothing remarkable about this row except that the use of the 
kirtimukha aich as an ornamental design appears to be an inheritance from the 
Chalukyan and even the Pallava times. (Plate I, 1 and 2) 

PIERCED STONE WINDOWS 

Between the level of the railmgs and the beam above to the south and north of 
the east doorway and up to the south-door and nofth-door respectively is a row of 
twenty sculptured stone screens (ten on the south and ten on the north) ten of which 
bear mostly ornamental designs, tbe other ten having panels with historical and 
mythological sculptures. Each screen is about 6 feet high and 5 feet broad and is 
pierced with a large number of holes to let m air and light. It has been already 
stated that these screens were added by Ball ala II about three generations after his 
grand father built the origmal temple. 

Among the screens which bear ornamental designs there is a set of four screens 
which are to be classed amongst the finest examples extant. They are purely 
ornamental, the details of ornamentation being different in each case. The first two 
3 
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illustrated screens (Plate II, 1 and 2 ) have been di\'ided into numerous square 
profusely ornamented with multi- petalled lotuses carved in relief at all the corner 
points of the squares. The bands are ornamented uniformly with rhomboidal designs 
carved into them The interiors of the squares are peif orated with square holes. The 
two other screens illustrated (Plate III, 1 ) have slightly different types of ornamenta- 
tion, although they are basically square m design One of them bears elegant creeper 
scrolls on the vertical and horizontal hands. Every alternate square has in it 
embedded, multi-pe tailed lotuses carved in hold relief In the other (Plate III, 2 ) 
we have instead, the lines of sub-di vision running diagonally formmg small squares 
ornamented alternately with designs of flowers with foui primary petals and with 
pond-shaped pierced holes. On the top of each one of these screens is the seated 
image of Vishnu supported by bis consort and having usual attributes in the loui 
hands. 

The sculptures on the other screens are moie vigerous though less proportionate 
Theie is an attempt to crowd the ground and the importance of margins and 
spaomgs IS forgotten. The following are the descriptions of the sculptuies on the 
screens. 

VISHNU VAB.DHANA IN DUBBAB SCEEEN 

(Plate IV) 

This 18 said to represent the durbar of Vishnuvardhana and has four horizontal 
panels Below are rearing lions supporting a floor ornamented with beaded scroll 
and floral designs. In the centre of the middle panel is the king seated on a cushioned 
seat in durbar His hair is tied up in a knot above his head and he wears a jewelled 
diadem, very large ear-rings bangmg down m the lobes and resting on his shoulders,, 
trimmed beard and twirled moustaches, gailands and yagnopavita, rings orna- 
mented, shorts tied with girdle, armlets and bracelets, and a waist band and holds m 
his right hand sword and in his left betel leaves. His forehead has no caste mark 
and the figure is full of life and ma3esty. It is of some value as a portrait since it 
was prepared in the time of the grand-son of Vishnuvardhana To his left on a 
similar seat is his consort probably Santala Devi m sukhasana. Her hair is tied up 
in a peculiar large butterfly knot and she wears large ear-rings, necklaces and 
garlands and one of the latter is worn under the right arm like the yagnopavita, 
armlets, a large number of bracelets (about eight on each band), finger rings and 
anklets, ornamented shorts and heavily tasselled waist belts, an upper cloth or 
uttariya which has fallen down to her knees leavmg the upper body bare, without 
even boudice. She is intently listenmg, holding betel leaves m her left hand while 
her right is about to put a folded betel leaf into her mouth. This appears to be 
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Santala Devi, the chief queen of Vishnuvardhana. To the right of the king, at a 
lower level on a carpet is seated a bearded figure with the hair tied behind his head 
which IS covered by a cap and tied down to the chin by a band, his moustaches 
twirled up, large ear-rings, armlets, bracelets, yagnopavita, shorts, and an open- 
collared coat with sleeves tucked up and secured by a waist cloth. Evidently he is 
the minister and his right hand which is in the chinmudra, shows that he is explain, 
ing somethmg to which the king and the queen are listening. Behind him sits a 
similar figure with jomed hands, perhaps giving support to what the premier is 
stating. Behind him stand two attendants with fruit and several soldiers with 
swords and shields of curious designs. The latter have spear heads on staves at the 
lower end and are protected by ribbed lines perhaps metallic shaped like the Union 
Jack. Behmd the queen are two ladies holding strings of flowers. Near them is 
another holding a mirror (for the use of the queen), Behind the kmg are three 
men holding chamaras and one man in the back Ime has a flying cloth (^) on his 
shoulder a.Tifl has his hand lifted up perhaps proclaiming the king’s titles The 
whole scene is typical of an Indian Court and gives plenty of information about 
the durbars of the Hoysala days. The queen’s association with the king in open 
durbar is noteworthy 

In the upper panel is a standing image of Kesava in the middle under two 
umbrellas with a male attendant holding ch§,mara and phala Beyond them sit two 
ladies, Sri arid Bhu, with pushpa and phala in their hands Beyond them again 
stand winged G-aruda with ]omed hands to the left and Vishnuvardhana (?) under 
an umbrella brmging offerings to the deity This image is neither Garuda nor 
Hanuman and may be a Hoysala king At each end of the panel is a seated devotee 
with joined hands. 

THE BALI AND VAMANA SCREEN 
(Plate V) 

This illustrates the stoiy of Vamana In the centre of the bottom panel is 
seated m state under an umbrella the great Asura emperor, Bali, with attendants and 
gods. To his left under an umherlla is seated in state his queen. To his right are 
two supplicants one of whom is Vishnu incarnated as the dwarf Brahmin. The 
latter holds his characteristic umbrella with his left hand and is asking for a gift 
with his right. To the left is a group showing Bali, making the gift of the thiee 
worlds to Vamana by pounug a stream or dhaia of water. In the middle panel is 
Vishnu as Tnvikrama (chakra, gada, padma, sankha) under an umbrella with one leg 
on the ground and the other placed on the top of Mount Meru on which are seen 
matsya and kurma and on top of which is a two-faced deity, touching Vishnu’s 
raised foot on the one side and offering a kalasa to Garuda who stands with folded 
hands on the left. To the right of the god between an attendant and a body-guard

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stands Baii, vpith hands reverently joined (his fangs declare his identity). On 
extreme right of the panel, Sukra, the preceptor of Bali who protested against the 
gift, IS walkmg out m protest, while Garuda tries to appease him and brmg him back, 

KlLINGA MAEDANA SCREEN 
(Plate VI) 

In the centre of the middle panel is two-handed Krishna dancing on the 
head of the seven hooded cobra, Kalmga To his right and left are Garudas^ 
attendants and drummers 

In the lower panel are four cows listening with lifted tails, heads and ears and 
four cowherds with sticks, axes and trumpets dancing with glee and celebrating the 
destruction of the dreaded Kalmga 

On the top is Lakshminarayana seated m sukhasana (padma, sankha, gada and 
chakra) with an attendant on each side and a Garuda to the extreme left and on 
the extreme right a heioio figure, bnngmg offerings. 

THE ASHTADIKPALAKA SCREEN 
(Plate VII) 

In the bottom panel is an army of seven soldiers charging, holding spears, sworda 
bucklers and shields The identifiioation is not clear. 

In the middle panel are seven of the eight Dikpalakas Indra on the elephant, 
Agni on the lam, Yama on the buffalo, Nirunti on the demon, Varuna on the,, 
makara, (Vayu on the deer is absent), Kubera on the horse and I§vara on the bull 
They are marohmg forth to battle. In the third panel are Kumara on his peacock, 
Siva and Parvati on their hull, Ganesha on his rat, and four of Siva’s ganas with 
spears, swords and shields on the march It is not clear for which battle they are 
proceeding 

Top ‘penel — Vishnu seated. He holds feankha, gada, chakra and padma. Garuda 
stands to the left and the umdentified heroic figure to the right. 

THE PEAHLADA EPISODE SCREEN 
(Plate Vni) 

At the hotioin — ^Prahlada is shown undergomg various persecutions. An elephant 
attacks him. The executioner threatens him Cobras are let loose at him He is put 
on a burning pyre None of these harm him and he sits with padmasana praymg. 

In the middle panel is Ugranarasimha with ten hands, slaying Prahlada’s demon 
father, Hiranyakasipu. Prahlada to the left and a similar figure with a kirita to the 
right stand with jomed hands On each side of the god is a consort with fly whisk 
(chamara), while to the extreme left are Garuda and a gandharva (perhaps Indra)^ 

In the top panel is Lakshminarayana seated in sukhasana [padma, chakra, gada 
and sankha (?)] with a Garuda on each side 
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THE LAKSHMIHAbAYANA SOBEBN 
(Plate IX) 

This IS mostly ornamented with a creeper scroll with dancmg figures of 
Gandhar vas (and also an indecent figure of a man and woman). 

In the lower sculptured panel are Garuda and Hanuman fighting for Jambu phala. 

In the middle panel Latshminarayana is seated m the sukhasana with the god 
as Lakshmlnarayana (padma, sankha, gada and chakra) and a ohamara bearer on 
each side 

In the top panel are six yakshas seated 

BHAGAVATA SCEEEN 
(Plate X) 

In the centre of the bottom panel is Krishna as Venugopala standing cross- 
legged, playmg on his fiute. Cobras and heids of cow listen to him mtently, while 
the cowherds and oowherdesses are either sleeping or listemng. Three leopaids also 
listen patromsmg the cattle. 

In the middle panel are three scenes commencing from the right with Sri 
Krishna fighting Kamsa’s elephant (KuvalayapTda) In the middle, Krishna has 
thrown the wrestler (Chanura) who attacked him. 

In the top panel Krishna is holdmg Kamsa by the ankle and throwmg him 
down, while Lakshml (?) is seated in right field and the gods are bringing oSermgs 
to Krishna. 

On the top is Lakshmlnarayana seated in sukhasana (padma, chakra, gada 
and sankha) with Gandharvas bringing fruits and flowers 

SCEEEN XV 

This IS fully ornamented with creeper and flower designs and in the top panel 
18 Sarada seated in the centre with rosary, goad, pa^a and pustaka and attendants on 
each side 


SMALLEE BEACKET IMAGES 

The original temple of Vishnuvaidhana did not have the larger bracket images. 
They were inserted at a later time probably by his immediate successors, but the 
original brackets are still m position and can he seen clearly m two corners, where 
the larger images were not mserted. The smaller figures are formed by a group with 
a dancer, drummer or other person m centre supported by a rearing lion on ^arahha or 
a falling elephant on each side. These were no doubt too small and were not 
impressive. They were therefore naturally superseded by the larger bracket images 
{Bee Plate XI, 1 and 2 ) 
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TOP EAVES 

Around the whole roof of IsTavaranga are a line of stone eaves very carefully 
placed and fixed on walls. Their edge is ornamented with a freize of headed pendants 
while on the inner face there is an attempt to imitate wood work From out of the 
stone itself are cut out curved rafters and cross pieces and there is a show of joining 
these with revetting nails whose heads are also carved m stone There is a freize of 
ureeper scroll work running along the inside of the eaves. 

SOME PILLAES IN THE NAVAEANGA 
(Plates XII, XIII and XIV) 

The main hall or the navaranga of the Kesava temple, Belur, consists of a 
series of pillars with vai3ang designs and exquisite workmanship. Barrmg the four 
central pillars all others are so difierent in design from one another that this temple 
stands unmatched by any of its kind both in their variety of designs and the general 
excellence and intricacy of workmanship Those that have been chosen for illustra- 
tion here represent a few of this imposing assemblage of pillars in the navaranga. 

THE EATI AND MANMATHA CEILING 
(Plate XV) 

The ceiling chosen for illustiation is a remarkable specimen of simple and 
elegant workmanship It is a flat square ceiling with corner slabs each of which 
has been subjected to carving The motifs of the carvmgs are lion’s faces cr 
simhalalatas with creepers symmetiically running out of the mouth of the animals. 
Eestmg on these corner slabs are horizontal slabs which are likewise carved with the 
simhalalata motifs In the square thus formed inside runs all along a hand 
decorated with overhanging pendants carved like the buds of lotuses Withm this 
frame work is inset an eight-pomted band which is similarly interspersed with over- 
hanging pendant ornamentation This motif is again repeated on a eight-pomted 
star-shaped panel from the centre of which bulges out, in hold relief, a figure 
composition depicting Manmatha and Eati in the seated posture 

THE KAPPEOHENNIGAElYA TEMPLE 

TTie Oe%hngs — The ceihngs of this temple are remarkably well carved, the nine 
squares of the navaranga each having a beautiful scene. 

The South Cell . — The doorway leadmg to the south cell (Plate XVI) ofiers some 
structural problems. On each side of it there is no dvarapala and we are not sure 
whether the finely carved dvarapalas m the small Narasimha shrme in the compound 
ongmally belonged to this doorway. There is, however, great contrast between the 
plainish jambs and the finely carved Imtel This latter which was serving originally 
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much longer and broader than it now is, had been cut in the right, left and top and 
fitted into the space between the pillars It was certainly a lintel meant for a much 
larger doorway The group contains Xlgranarasimha slaying Hiranyahasipu in the 
centre with Garuda to his light and Prahlada to his left Around him is a torana 
of peculiar shape with Gandharvas and ten avatars in the convolutions Outside 
it IS a makara torana. Near the top are seen the remains of a low of dikpalakas cut 
off while at each end is a dvarapala standing. The piece ib finely executed and is 
possibly a rejected alternative to the one on the top of the east doorway of the mam 
temple In the cell to which this doorway leads, there is now only an image 
of Venugdpala of a much later date, possibly of the late Vijayanagar times The 
origmal image is missing, the three small cells inside the walls are also empty 
showing that there was ongmally some other image where Venugdpala now stands 

Buhhanasi Doorway — The sukhanasi doorway on the west, though small, is a 
well executed piece (Plate XVII). It consists as usual two jambs, each with a 
finely carved dvarapala and the lintel piece which has a pierced ventilator, below 
the cornice There is a well caived group above it 

In the centre of the group is Lakshminarayana seated (padma, chakra, gada and 
sankha) under a combined lata and makara torana ^^ith dikpalas near the top edge 
At each end of the group is a seated image of Sarada undei a canopy holdmg rosary, 
goad, pasa and phala in her four hands. 

Kitchen Bloch . — Directly to the east of the dipastambha is a long low building 
now serving as kitchen and store-room It is almost entirely of soap-stone having 
been built by Ballalall There is nothmg remarkable about its aichitecture, the only 
noteworthy features being the two ceilings just to the west of its two doorways 
(Plate XVIII, 1 and 2) The well by its side dates also from the time of Ballala. 

Vdsudeva Bond — In the noith-east corner of the temple enclosure, Ballala II 
got constructed a deep pond known as Vasudeva tirtha It has 64 steps all 
around, the lower ones being granite and upper ones of soap-stone. A small pavilion, 
well ornamented, leads to the steps (Plate XIX) and mside its north wall is an 
inscription of Ballala recordmg the construction of the pond Two fine niched 
towers have been erected to the north-west and south-west of the pond and these 
niched towers which are now empty closely resemble those which support the 
doorways of the mam temple 
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PART IV— MANUSCRIPT. 

HISTORY OF MIDIGESI CHIEFS. 

1 Description oe the Document. 

The rdyai ehJid (chronicle) of the chiefs of Midigesi consists of 11 sheets of old 
paper (of which the seventh is missing) written on both sides. It seems to have 
been composed a hundred years ago by a son (name imbnown) of Dodda-Kanne 
gauda and brother of Ohannabasappa-gauda, the last chief who ruled at Midigesi for 
some time. It was apparently presented as a haifyai (statement) with an application 
for remstatement to the Madras Government and later, to Krishnaraja Wadiyar III 
of Mysore. Anothei copy of the above which seems to have been prepared more 
recently is in the foim of a book and seems to be complete Both the documents 
were in possession of Mr Nagesa Rao, Shanbhog of Midigesi. 

2. A Resume op the Facts given in the Document. 

While Vira-Tirumala-raya (with titles specified) was rulmg at Vijayanagar, 
seven brothers (Virappagauda, Kalannagauda, Ohannappagauda, Kalachikkappa- 
ganda, Ramappagauda, Sangappaganda and Hirichikkappagaudsii) who lived at 
Sonnalapura m the north as the servants of Siddharamesvarasvami, kmg of 
the place, were one day summoned by the kmg to his presence and presented 
with a sword called Nagraramuri and the king foretold that they would become great 
rulers and.live prosperously and directed them to go to the sonthem country, with 
seven carts of treasure and serve under the kmg of Vijayanagar He further foretold 
that they would meet on their way with one Nonabasura who was once a Saiva saint 
hut was then a rdkshasa owing to a curse, and kill the rdJcshasa and thereby enable 
him to go to Kailasa. The brothers started accordingly towards the south, met 
Nonabasura on the way, slew him and went to Vijayanagar, taking with them on 
their way one Hannarasaiya who became their friend. The kmg of Vijayanagar, who 
was pleased with the handsome appearance of the brothers, kept them in his court 
assigning to them various appointments Soon Vijayanagar was besieged by 
Mallakhana, a general of the Delhi Padsha (emperor) and the brothers defeated 
him with hiB army and slew him Pleased with their valour, the king presented 
them with various articles of jewellery and honours (a weapon called Vaukini, 
yellow flag, white umbrella, nabhighanta, tiger’s skin, mukkannajya, udasapavuda^ 
naupattu, and ghadiara) and gave them a small territory in the south The brothers, 
now left for the south with their treasure and flags. 
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On the way, they found a latge treasure by the direction of the god Nonabesvara 
and built a temple for the god (m the year Krodhi, saka 1052, on Monday 10th day 
of the bright foitnight of Karfcika), cleared the jungle around and with the help of 
the king, built a town called Nonabasdgafa which they fortified. They left Haii- 
narasaiya at Tungoti as the slidnuhhdg and proceeding fuitliei south, built the town 
of Eofa where they set up the goddess Mahalakshmim the year Nala, saka 1064, on 
Friday 7th day of the bright fortnight of Vaisakha, whom they woisbipped as then 
family goddess as directed in a dream Here they met two saints SiddalingeA\ara 
svami and Balesvaiasvami, who acted as then advisers for a long]time The brotheis 
now separated and each built a new town for bitnself where he settled, Kalannagauda 
■at Kora (which had already been built), Channappagauda at Tereyui, Kalacbikkappa- 
gauda at Gubbi-Hosalialh, Bamappagauda at Bnnegere, Sangappagauda at Chavaliir 
and Hirlchikkappagauda at Chelur-Bidare 1 he eldest biother Viiegauda died and his 
son Doddegauda moved further with his treasuie and dealing the jungle built a town 
■called Mummadipattana where he set up the god Nonabesvara (The other biotheis 
Channappagauda, Bamappagauda and Hiiichikkappagauda had also built temples 
for the same god m cheir new settlements) After his death, his son, Mummadi- 
Chikkappagauda succeeded him. Once, while he was wandering m the forest, he 
found the hares chase the hounds at a spot and selected it for building a temple for 
the goddess Bijamahadevi He also built a fort and a town theie which he called 
Bijavara and gi anted several endowments to Biahmins, Jangamas and artisans A 
new temple for Virahhadra was also built by him at the same place He further 
cleared the jungle to the west of Bijavara and built the town of Siddapur wheie 
he set up five gods, Anjaneya, Mahabhairava, Vnshabhesvala, Vhabhadra, and 
VighneAvara, To the north of Siddapiii he built ' a fortress on a hill and set up the 
god Virahhadra there and to the south of Siddapur he also built a fort and a temple 
of Gopalaknshna, called the hill Madhugiri, and repaired the temple of Han hares vaia 
A large town was built on the hill called Madhugiri where he hied happily But he 
was not destmed to die peacefully. The chief of Koratagere, Banahhairegauda, 
besieged Madhugiri, and when Ohikkagauda refused to go to battle, as the time was 
reported to be inauspicious for him, sent him glass bangles, saffron, etc , as a mark 
■of contempt for his weakness. This incited the wrath of the chief of Maddagiri 
(Ohikkagauda) who went to battle and was murdered treacheiously by his enemy 
who also earned away various insignia of the chief But Chikkappaganda’s brother 
Sangappagauda soon drove away the enemy and the body of the slam chief was 
interred with appropiiate honours and his son Mummadi Channappagauda succeeded 
him. This chief built the fort and town Ohannarayanadurga and set up tlieiem the 
god Channarayasvami He also made several gifts of land to Brahmins, Jangamas, 
■etc Meanwhile, the sons of Sangappagauda (Totadappagauda, Sakappagauda, 
4 
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Sappegauda, Vliapx)agauda, and Ivalannagauda) went to the north to tound separate- 
states and the sons of Channappaganda (Eamappagauda, Annaiyagauda and 
Tainmappagauda) went to the east with a siroilai object 

Aftei the death of Channappaganda, his son Kala-Chikkappagauda succeeded 
him At this time, iiz , 1557 of ^aka (Yiiva), Naiasimhaiaya was luling at Vijaya- 
nagai and one Nagareddi who came from the eastern countij wnth his wife Midigesi 
settled to the north of Madhugiii and discorered a large treasme m the neighbour- 
hood, bv tiie diieetioii of the god Venkataramanasvami in a dieam He soon built 
a temple nf the god on the hill, foitihed the place and called it Midigesi, according 
to hi':, wife's request He also hmlt villages m the neighbourhood, Bedatui, etc , and 
also tanks One of these tanks was at Avaiagaliu, between Midigesi and Madhugin 
and while it was undei constiuocion, the chief of Madhugiii met him casually and as 
Nagareddi used bad language towards him and was also illtreatmg his own subjects 
and plundering the king’s temtoiy, lie leportedthe mattei to the king (of Vijayanagai) 
and with his peimission seized Midigesi and occupied it The place was then given 
to him as a lewaid and large sums of money were expended by him in improvmg 
the town and the woiship of the local deities. He (Kala-Cliikkappagauda) also 
cleaied the jungle to the noith of Midigesi and built the villages Gundumale, Guru- 
betta, Iddagiii, Melavayi and Jakkenahalli and fortified them In his time 
Si\anegaada 'pcztel of Midige^^i built the temple of Mallesvaia, richly endowed it, and 
lev aided the haid Bhatiaju-Narasaiaju foi his ability to compose verses, by ordeimg 
that all membeis of 48 gdhas should give him one liana and one see'i of rice durmg 
the maiiiage ceiemouies in then families Meanwhile w'ar broke out between 
Eangapparaja, chief of Siia, and one Puvvala-Kenga The infant son of the Siia 
chief wan entrusted to the caie of Maddagiii chief and soon Puvvala-Kenga killed 
Eangappaiaja and caused a seaicli foi the infant piince to be made The Maddagiri 
chief met Puv\ ala-Kenga and the latter used insolent language towaids the former 
with tlie lesult that he was killed m battle and the Maddagiri chief ruled Sira also on 
behalf of the infant king Kasturi-Eayapparaja This act was approved of by the 
Vijayanagar king The last act of Kala-Ohikkappagauda was to build a foitress to 
the west of Tungoti and name it Bolibetta 

Hue-Virappagauda next succeeded to the rulership of Maddagiri and his ally 
was Kastmi-Eayapparaja of Sira Once the king of Vijayanagar listening to the false 
complaints of his enemies, summoned him to his presence and when he disobeyed the 
summons, besieged Maddagiri. But the chief got the king secretly conveyed to 
his tent at night while he was asleep and when he woke up, explained the motive of 
his action The king was pleased with his valour and devotion and forgave him. 
Meanv bile Kasttxn-Eayapparaja died and was succeeded by Sarja-bhupala. Hire- 
Virappagauda ruled m conjunction with the Sira chief over the whole of Sira 
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(a 60,000 countiy). Maddagiri, Midigesi and Ghannaiayadarga (95,000 eountiy) 
After the death of Hire.Vhappagauda, his son Sangappagauda succeeded him He 
was a very liberal chief and died during the rule of Knshnaiaj^a at Vijayanagar 
(whose accession to the throne took place in saka 1624 Chifciahhanu}. Sangappa- 
gauda was succeeded by Totada-Baya who protected the west coast meichants 
against the oppression of Budi-Basappanayaka of Bambidalui All othei lulers to 
whom the meichants had applied foi help (m leleasmg them and then goods) failed 
to do anything and the meichants out of gratitude gave the title of Mahanadu- 
prahhu to the chief of Maddagiii and also oidained that a tax should be paid by them 
all perpetually to the chief After the death of Totada-Baya, his son Sakappagauda 
succeeded him and he ruled m alliance with Rangappa-ra]a, son of Sarja-bhupala 
ovei the w'hole of Maddagiii and Sira teiiitoiies At this time, Aliya-Bamaiaya 
ascended the throne of Vijayanagai m the yeai Sanmya (saka 1651) 

ikfter the death of Sakappagauda, his son Miimmadi-Sappegauda became the 
-chief of Maddagiri At this time an aimy belonging to Indurai-G-oipade invaded 
Maddagiri and the chief applied to Vijayanagar foi help In accordance with his 
request an army was sent tiom Vijayanagar which soon drove away the enemy and 
restored the lost tenitory to Sakappagauda The son and successor of Sakappagauda 
was Doddakannaiya In his time Bangappa-raja of Sira died and left two childien 
behind him — Knshtaparaja and Venkatas amiraja As the punces were young the 
Maddagiri chief ruled over Sira also and brought them up But he was attacked by 
Indurav-Ghorpade who came with a very large army and occupied Siia Bodda- 
kannaiya was helpless to recover it Meanwhile the princes who seemed to be very 
smart, fled to the hills, where they grew ujp and plundered the king’s territories. 
The Maddagiri chief felt very angry with them, hut could not openly show his 
disfavour Soon Banabhairegauda of Koratagere attacked Maddagiii m the year 
Srimnkha (saka 1675) and the pnuces were summoned and sent with an aimy against 
the invader They killed him and weie returning with plunder to Maddagiri, when 
the elder, Kriehtaparaja, was murdered at the instigation of Doddakannaiya The 
younger brother fled to the Mysore ra]a for protection. He was liked by this king 
and was once sent against Narana-Sam, ruler of Chilyolu, wdio had attacked the 
■dominions of the Mysore king. He scored a success over her and in acknowledgment 
of his valour she sent him some jewels and a sadi with three seragus as presents. 
This excited the suspicion of the Mysoie army and he had to flee for protection to 
iihe Gauda of Hunjanaln who applied to Doddakannaiya and his mother and step- 
mother, Guruvamma and Somajamma, for help By the intercession of the above 
ladies, Doddakanniya rescued Venkata^ a mar aj a and drove away the Mysore army by 
:tbe expedient of tying large numbers of torches to the horns of bullocks and moving 
hem m the direction of the enemy so as to create the impression that a vast army 
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was marching against them But Venkatasamiraja once again took to piundei and 
this time he was saved from the wrath of the Maddagiii chief by the intercession of 
the ladies mentioned above and was e^ en gianted, m the form of a gift, a 12i00(> 
country, pait of Maddagm territory by Doddakannaiya with the approval of the 
Vijayanagar king Siirangara3’a, whose accession to the throne took place in saka 
1681 (Praraatbi) This grant was made m the yeai Vikrama (saka 1687) on the 
10th day of the blight half of Phalgima at the temple of Gopalakiishna on Madda- 
gm hill m the presence of the Vijayanagar kmg, Doddakannaiya, Sakappagauda, 
Piadhan Chikkarasaiya, Dalavayi Channaiya, tJligada Ranganayaka, Hallikara 
Timmanayaka, Bedara Vobalanayaka, Sadara Kempauayaka, various gaudas, 
Settis, etc, 

Doddakannaiya soon died and was succeeded by his son Mummadi Ohikkappa- 
gauda In his time Devamaharaya and Vijaya-gopalaraya ruled at Vijayanagar 
for short periods and depaited to the other world Srirangaraya succeeded them 
and ruled at G-hanagiri. At the same time Mummadi Ohikkappagauda died and 
was succeeded by his son Eamappagauda. But his younger son Timmappagauda 
intrigued with the Mysore king and soon the Mysore tioops besieged Madhugiri 
and Channarayadroog. At the same time Srirangaraya died at Vijayanagar and 
the Maddagiri chief was powerless to oppose the Mysore army and was carried 
away with his brother and their families as prisoners to Srirangapattanai where 
both the brothers died After some time Ramappagauda’s son Mummadi Hire- 
Vlrappagauda escaped from Srirangapattana, fled to Midigesi which he occupied 
and ruled At his death one Mallarajaiya-urs who was at Midigesi leported the 
helpless condition of his family to the Mysore king who soon seized it by treachery 
and gave Tereyur hobli for the maintenance of the faimly of the deceased chief. 
Some years after, the son of Totada-rayagauda, named Mummadi Doddakannappa- 
ganda, grew of age and Hyder sent foi him and granted his lands back on 
condition that he would remain a faithful dependent of Hydei and supply him 
with tioops Gradually the chief recovered part of his ancestral territories and 
invaded the rest But before he completed the task he died and his brother and 
successor Ghennabasappa besieged the Midigesi fort at the instance of Wallis Mendres 
(?) m the year Vnbdhikrit (^aka 1713) during the paonth of Sravana and ruled 
the surrounding country But m the month of Phalguna, during the same year 
peace was concluded by Tippu with the English and the Mahrattas and Chenna- 
basappagauda left his territory and alter sojoUinmg at various places, descended 
the Eastern Ghaut and met Colonel Eeet [Read] at Krishnagiri to whom he 
explained his whole history Read told him that the Biitish army would soon 
march to Bangalore and directed the chief to collect his dependants and seize his 
former territories and send supplies to the English army Accoidmgly the chief 
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started for his lost territories, halted at Mogul- Venkatagiri on the way where he 
received a letter from Read directing him to meet the G-eneral commanding 
the English army at Erishnagm instead of at Amalagada (as directed in his 
previous despatch) and promising to send him help after the interview with the 
General Soon Chennabasappa went to Krishnagiri where Read told him that the 
General had to go away in a hurry to capture Srlrangapatna, that an isUhdrndma 
would issue duly, that in the meanwhile the chief should occupy and rule over 
Maddagiri, Midigesi and Charmarayadroog, that he should drive away Tippu's 
followers who rpighb attack him and send supplies to the Bnghsh army and also news 
about the movemeuts of Tippu’s followers. In accordance with these instructions 
Chennabasappa went to Maddagiri, occupied the lands below and lived at Bedutttir 
There he received a sannad m which after stating the oanses that led to the war 
between the English and Iippn, the Geneial explamed that he was marchmg with 
his army on the borders of the chief’s territories and promised that he would treat 
the chief with kindness. It further contained the statement that Read had been 
appointed as the Chief Officer of the territories conquered by the English from Tippu 
and directed the chief to ocoupy the formei lands and send supplies and 
news about the movements of the enemy to the English. Accordmgly, Chennabasappa 
sent supplies to the English army and laid siege to the forts in Maddagiri, Midigesi, 
etc. But he was suddenly directed by Read (through his Vakils) to go to Bangalore 
as the whole of the country was given away by the English and formed the Mysore 
State Chennabasappa went to Bangalore and was asked by Read to send his Vakils 
to Madras where he promised to intercede on his behalf and get him a sannad. 
The Vakils Tippaiya and Sivaramaiya were despatched to Madras where they waited 
or some time, but on Read’s departure to England they leturned to Bangalore 
Chennabasappa lived for some time in British territory and died in the year Angirasa 
(^aka 1734). The son of his elder brother Doddakannappa after sojourning at 
various places m British India finally settled at Sambhonahalii in Bijavar hobli of 
Maddagiri taluk and prays that as he is a loyal well-wisher of both the British and 
the Mysore Maharaja he might be given back his lands. This is his kaifyat and 
Rdyareklia 

On the back of the last page is stated that two sannads were produced with the 
document, mz , Read’s lettei of 29th Januaiy 1799 directing him to go to Krishnagiri 
and the sannad sent by General Harris on 6th March 1799 Below this statement is 
given what appears to be a copy of an inscription It is dated as 10th day of 
Asviyuja mthe year Vikaii (saka 1521) and states that two brotheis SiddavJre- 
gauda and Siddabasavegauda migrated witJi their family, cattle and two potfuls of 
money to the north of the Penukonda hill and erecting a cattle shed lived there by 
tendmg the cattle. The brothers waited in the saka year 1524 (Subhaknt) on 
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Hamaraya of Yijayauagar, Bon-in-law of ^rTrangaraya, at G-hanagiri Aftei 
some time, the elder hrother died, and the younger, Siddabasavegauda, went to 
Midigesi on Tuesday the 10th day of the dark fortnight of the month of Pushya in 
the year Phatu (saka 1558) and performed pr7ja to the village deity and expended 
the sum of twenty va} alias on the same The details of the expenditure are given 
and at the end of the page it is stated that lands were given rent-fiee to them 
below Anuaijanakatte, Sanyasi-katte, Jali-katte, and similar gifts vere also made for 

the temples and the use of Devasthanada (temple Manager) Puttappa

Information collected from the Epigraphia Carnatica and other books regarding the 

events mentioned in the Rayarekha 

1. Maddagin 21 states that in the year 1593 A.D , during the leign of Vira 
Yenkatapatiraya at Yijayanagar, the mahiinadupiabhn, Bijavar Ohikkappagauda’s 
son (whose name is lost) built five temples of Yighnesvara, etc The description 
corresponds to that of the temples built by Mummadi-Chikkappagauda of Rayarekba 
(No 3) who must have lived in 1593 A D 

2 Tumkm* 66 states that during the rule of Yira-Ramakrishnadeva at 
Penukonda, Mummadi-Chikkappagauda ruled at Bijavara and that be gave the village 
of Karikare in Kora maqam as dowry to his daughter The date of the inscription 
as given m the English transliteration is 1598 AD. (Yilambi), but at this time the 
Yijayanagar king was Yenkatapatiraya I This confirms Maddagin 21 m the state- 
ment that Mummadi-Ohikkappagauda was ruling at about 1693 A D 

3. Sira 64 mentions the Harati chief Kasturi-Rangapparaja, son of Rangappa- 
laja and grandson of Sarja-Knshnapparaja The date of the inscription, as given m 
the text, is 1621 A.D (Dmmati) Accordmg to Sira 54, the Harati chief in 
1626 A.D was Mummadi-Rangapparaja, son of Immadi-Rangappanayaka and 
grandson of Rangappanayaka As Mummadi-Rangappanayaka appeals, accordmg to 
the inscriptions, to have been the last powerful chief of his dynasty, the contemporary 
of Kala-Chikkappagauda (No 6) Kasturi-Rangapparaja might refer to Mummadi- 
Ranganayaka who ruled in 1626 A D Thus the date of Kala-Ghikkappagauda 
might be put down as about 1626 AD 

4 Maddagin 30, 31 and 32 mention the name of Ranabhairegauda as the chief of 
Koratagere The dates of 31 and 32 do not seem to be clear Maddagin 30 refers 
to Mummadi-Ranabhairegauda who ruled in 1648 A. D It is hard to say which of 
the Ranabhairegaudas are referred to in Rayarekha as fightmg with Mummadi- 
Chikkagauda and Mummadi-Dod^akannaiyagauda 

5 Rice’s Gazetteer (YoL I) gives some details in connection with the 
history of the Tumkur District P 177 states that Ramagauda and Timmagauda, 
chiefs of Maddagui, were taken as prisoners about 1678 AD by Dalavayi Devaraja 
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of Mysore and sent to Seimgapatam This evidently iefer-> to Ramappagauda 
(No 13 j ’who, according to Rayarekhe, was carried as a prisoner along with Inn 
brother Accoiding to Mr Rice, the biotheiswere allowed to letiirn and occupv 
Midigesi, but the Rayaieklia says that they died in captivity and the son of tin' elder 
brother escaped latei and established himself at Midigesi. Furtliei in P 102 of the 
same Gazetteei ( Vol II) we find that eight yeais after Ramagauda ieco\ erf'd !Maddagm 
it was captured by Komaraiya, general of the Mysoie Raja. Accoiding to tiie 
Eayarekha this event took place at the death of Totada-Rayagaiida P 177 of the 
Gazetteei states that the English gave help to the dispossessed chief of Maddagin 
and that at the conclusion of peace they were expelled by Tippu Sultan Tins 
apparently refers to the siege of Midigesi by Chennabasappaganda under the protec- 
tion of the English and his loss of the place according to the Eayarekha. 

We know from history that General Hams commanded the English army m 
the last Mysore War and that at its conclusion Maddagin became partof\I\^me 
subject to the Maharaja of Mysore Wilks’ History of Mysooi mentions Lieutenant 
Colonel Read as the Geneial “ who exercised the civil and military authority m the 
province of Baramahal and was destined to collect, arrange and eventually escort 
furthei supplies of provisions to the aimy m ad\ance” Appai’ently this i^ the 
Colonel “Eeet” of the Eayarekha. 

The Induiav-Ghoipade lefeired to in the Eayarekha appears to lefer to the 
family of Muiaraji Hindu Eao Ghoipade, the same as the celebrated Moran Rao 
of Gntti, who was defeated by Haidar m 1775 A D But the ^ate given m the Rava- 
rekha does not correspond to this. 

The dates given m the eailier pait of the Eayarekha and the ehronolognal 
ordei of the descent of the Yijayanagar kings given theiem do not coirespond with 
those given in history Noi are the titles given at the beginning of the Eayarekha 
m connection with Yira-Tirumalarayaof Yijayanagar, such as Srmadindirakataksha 

vikshana-sudhasarabhirihechana-samprapta-sararajya-vaibhava, Ramanatha-pancba- 

pirangi-birudankita, etc., found m any insciiption of the Yijayanagar kings

Mentions a Puvma Setty); Fertile wet lands 
of the sowmg capacity of ten kolagas belonging to Chamundayya , one solige 
every ocassion when oil is crushed m the temple mill , a further gift to 
Isana Isvara Odeyar of the followmg five great instruments of music iitali 1, 
datta 3, kJiandike 3, Phalam 6, Jaijagante 1, Phala Kale 3. Phala 16» along with a 
further provision for playing on the above musical instruments thrice a day, for the 
worship of the god thrice a day, and for laying out a pleasure gard'^n ffoi the 
temple), in the form of a tax of one kotni for every ten, and one bundle of hay (for 
'every ten) Further, a (recurring) grant of 3 kolagas of giam and cotton for clothing 
to Brahma Lingi Bhata (the temple priest) is also made 

Gnndabbe, the wife of Marayya Setti of Srotnyur had a temple constructed for 
the Mulasthana god and endowed it with lands. And Dorayya Setti, son of that 
Marayya Setti of Srotnyur, purchased with gold lands and made a gift of them to 
the god. 

This msciiption was first noticed, lead and published by Lewis Eice (EC III, 
INj 164) In 1917, Mr R Narasimhachar revised the reading and published a 
short note on it (MAR 1918) The readmg has been further revised here The 
inscription affords a very valuable information by mentioning the 31st regnal year 
of Eajendra Chola along with other details of the solar year which proves that he 
assumed the rulership of the country in 1001 A D , evidently as Viceroy or Yuvaraja, 
since the details of the date given correspond to the 23rd of October 1032 A. D. The 
peculiar phrase ‘^purname tale dtvasamdge" is not clear , probably it means ‘‘ after 
the lapse of the full-moon”. Another piece of interesting inf oimation is provided 
by the mention of a gmu of Rajendra Chola-deva The phrase appears in the 
inscription as “ Rajendra Chola-Deva gurukkal arulichchaidadavadu”, which has 
been interpreted by both Lewis Rice and R Narasimhachar as Rajendra Chola Deva 
guru
